Updat e Regarding 2010 - 85.21 Specialized Transportation Associ ati on G ant
Appl i cati on: Bradley reported that the 2010 grant application was
approved. The funds should be distributed in June 2010. Bradley reported
that the 2009 final reports have been submtted. Schuh reported that the
85.21 grant is now tied to the County transportation plan. Qur current
plan is up-to-date and doesn’t need any changes this year. The anpunt of
the grant is $65,980.00 and the County match is $13, 196. 00.

Update Regarding 2010 - 5310/85.22 Gant Application/Update: Schuh
reported that both new vans have arrived. Diagrans of the vans were shared
with Conmttee nenbers. Two nore mni buses will be ordered in the next
grant round. Schuh reported that Southern G een Lake County is pleased
with the mni vans and also drivers and passengers. Gasoline costs are
probably going to be cut in half. D scussion followed.

Bender reported that a grant was received several years ago and those funds
were used to purchase conputers for the drivers. The idea behind this was
to help coordinate rides, but it hasn't worked well to date.

Tri-County Transportation Coordination Update: Beuthin reported that
Waushara and Marquette County are trying to work out rides for VA clients
to Madi son. Di scussion followed regarding the idea that counties would
benefit from a central transportation coordinator. The system would be
nmore efficient and woul d serve nore peopl e.

Di scussion followed regarding the new state transportation broker idea.
This will be kept on the agenda for further discussion.

Gas/ Repair Costs: Schuh reported that gas costs are rising. The county gas
costs are $2.24 per gallon. There have been no repairs at this tine.
